2. I advised during our initial discussion 
that I had met with (SWf^^Irver and discussed with him the 
degree of Agency interest that might be anticipated, supporting 
SjHittflBfiHK original request for training. I also advised that 
Th^Jarver, while interested, could see no current advantage 

in the proposed plan. As a consequence, it seemed unlikely 
that this would be an opportune time to push for Agency sponsor- 
ship of the type of training desired. I stated that I personally 
felt that the training would be of value to the Agency in the 
future and tended to favor the application. The most recent 
dispatch of 28 June served to strengthen this viewpoint. 

3. As a counter-proposal, I advised events 25X1 A 
in the Clinical Division and the request for assistance by 

LSD/ OS I and suggested to him that he consider accepting the 
position of Deputy Chief, Clinical Division. This would mean 
that he would not extend in Saigon as planned but would return 
to headquarters this fall. In his job as Deputj^^h^would have 
25X1 A responsibilities that would be worked out with^^^H^K under- 
standing that part of his duties would involve service to LSD/OSI. 
These latter duties would provide an introduction for him into 
the field of substantive intelligence and gain him a better 
perspective of how his interests and talents could be applied 
In the future.
